I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Ley land  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1972© 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-June  1972  was  23,450 
according  to  the  published  Registrar  General *s  estimate,  which  is  80 
higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year© 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  during  1972 
was  359  or  51  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
15*6  (15*8  adjusted)©  As  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14*8 
Ley land J s  birth  rate  is  still  slightly  above  the  national  average* 

The  number  of  deaths  at  239  was  38  less  than  the  previous  year 
which  gives  an  actual  death  rate  of  10*2  as  compared  with  12*1  for  the 
country  as  a  whole*  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  diseases  of  all  forms 
decreased  by  3  from  91  to  88  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  decreased  from 
34  to  26©  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  fell  from  52  to  36, 

8  being  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  as  compared  with  13  the  previous 
year*  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  for  the  District  was  1*54  and 
that  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  0*34  whilst  the  corresponding 
national  figures  were  2*43  and  0*65®  There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
in  any  form* 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was  5 
which  is  3  less  than  last  year,  the  actual  causes  of  death  being  shown  in 
the  body  of  the  Report*  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14®0  per 
1,000  live  births  as  against  a  national  average  of  17®0* 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  received  was  121  as 
compared  with  42  the  previous  year*  This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  from  25  to  99 «  There  were  no 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  notified,  the  last  cases  being  in 
1956  and  1945  respectively*

As  reported  in  the  19 7^  Report ,  Smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer 
carried  out  as  a  routine  measure*  However,  it  is  still  essential  to 
maintain  the  programme  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus ,  Poliomyelitis,  Measles  and  German  Measles*  It  is 
disturbing  to  note  the  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Measles 
when  there  has  been  an  effective  vaccine  available  for  several  years*  It 
shows  that  too  few  mothers  are  having  their  babies  protected  from  Measles 
to  maintain  the  necessary  proportion  of  immune  children  in  the  District  to 
prevent  epidemics  occurring* 

Once  again  I  must  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Walsh  and  his 
staff  for  the  quietly  efficient  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their 
duties  and  their  co-operation  at  all  times*  I  am  also  grateful  to  the 
other  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  readiness  to  help  whenever 
required* 

I  must  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
constant  support,  interest  and  encouragement * 

It  seems  more  than  likely  that  the  impending  reorganisation  of  both 
Local  Government  and  the  National!  Health  Service  will  have  taken  place 
before  another  Annual  Report  can  be  presented.  Many  of  the  statistics 
given  each  year  are  not  available  until  the  second  quarter  of  the  year* 

One  result  of  these  changes  will,  of  course,  be  that  Medical  Officers  will 
cease  to  be  on  the  Staff  of  Local  Authorities  although  they  will  continue 
to  be  available  In  advisory  capacities*  Personally,  I  shall  be  very  sorry 
indeed  to  sever  the  close  and  happy  relations  which  I  have  had  for  many 
years  with  both  Council  Members  and  Staff.

Features  of  the  Area 


As  the  physical  features  of  an  area  very  rarely  change  the  following 
information  has  already  appeared  in  previous  Reports®  For  the  sake  of 
continuity  and  the  benefit  of  those  who  will  be  reading  the  Report  for  the 
first  time  the  short  description  which  appears  below  would  seem  to  be 
appropriate© 


The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area,  with,  its 
greater  diameter  north  and  west®  The  height  in  the  west  is  approximately 
55  feet  above  the  datum  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet®  On  the  whole 
the  area  is  level  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature® 


Geologically,  the  District  lies  on  a  plain  of  triassic  rock,  upon 
x^hich  are  deposited  a  lower  boulder  clay  layer,  a  layer  of  middle  drift 
sand  and  an  upper  boulder  clay  layer®  In  the  southern  part  of  the  District 
there  is  an  outcrop  of  sand  of  considerable  depth  and  approximately  400 
yards  in  width®  This  outcrop  dips  steeply  so  that  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Golden  Hill  it  is  some  80  feet  below  the  surface®  The  three  layers  vary 
considerably  in  depth  in  different  parts  of  the  area® 


Water  is  found  in  the  middle  drift  sand,  the  presence  of  which 
probably  accounted  for  the  selection  of  this  area  by  settlers  in  the 
distant  past®  In  the  Midge  Hall  area  there  is  a  layer  of  peat  some  12 
feet  in  depth  overlying  the  three  layers  of  glacial  drift® 


The  River  Los took  is  the  main  natural  drainage  outlet  for  the 
District®  Into  it  run  several  small  brooks  including  the  Wymott  on  the 
western  side,  Bryning  Brook  from  the  east  with  Shaw  Brook  and  Hollins 
Brook  in  the  south®  Bryiairig  Brook  changes  its  name  to  Bow  Brook  and 
Bannister  Brook  during  its  course  through  the  District,  finally  entering 
the  River  Los  took  as  Mill  Brook©  Shaw  Brook  becomes  Wade  Brook  before 
entering  the  river®

The  “birth  and  death  rates  shown  in  the  previous  tables  are  calculated 
on  the  actual  figures  appertaining  to  the  District*  As,  however,  districts 
vary  in  their  age/sex  composition,  the  Registrar  General  has  devised  a 
figure  fiy  which  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  which  takes  into 
account  these  factors  in  the  population*  The  birth  and  death  rates  already 
shown  are  known  as  the  *  crude5  rate  but  when  multiplied  by  the  Registrar 
General5 s  comparability  factor,  are  known  as  the  5 adjusted 5  rates*  The 
comparability  factor  for  Leyland  is  1*01  for  births  and  1*21  for  deaths  and

The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  more  c ompreh en s i  ve 
information  on  the  causes  of  death  during  1972 «  Age  groups,  as  well  as 
causes,  have  been  given  and  this  information  is  'repeated  1  in  the  following 

tables* 
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Diseases  of  the  heart  were  once  again  the  main  cause  of  death  in 
both  males  and  females.  Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  fell  from  52  to  36 
giving  a  death  rate  of  1*54  as  compared  with  2.25  in  197 1#  The  national 
average  for  this  group  is  2.43  •  Of  these  figures  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  was  8,  which  gives  a  death  rate  of  0.54  as 
compared  with  0.65  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Bronchi ti s/Emphysema  and 
Pneumonia  caused  15  and  14  deaths  respectively. 

Prom  the  table  one  can  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  number  of 
premature  deaths  due  to  smoking  in  the  District.  Between  the  ages  of  35  - 
6 4,  4  people  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  5  died  of  Bronchitis  and  Emphysema 
and  17  died  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease.  According  to  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  report,  Smoking  and  Health  Now  (1971)$  9&f°  of  the  deaths  in 
this  age  group  from  Lung  Cancer  (at  least  3  in  Leyland)  75 i°  of  those  from 
Chronic  Bronchitis  (about  4  in  Leyland)  and  25 ?£  of  those  from  Ischaemic 
Heart  disease  (4  in  Leyland)  can  be  reasonably  attributed  to  smoking.  This 
gives  a  total  of  11  deaths,  before  retirement  age,  due  to  smoking  in  the 
District.  The  figures  are  small  but  can  be  compared  with  2  fatal  accidents 
and  one  Suicide  which  also  occurred  in  that  age  group.  Deaths  from  smoking 
are  preventable.  It  has  been  shown  that  the  life  expectancy  of  an  ex-smoker 
gradually  returns  to  that  of  someone  who  has  never  smoked  within  10  -  15 
years  after  stopping  smoking. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  we re  5  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  is  3  loss  than 
last  year.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  14  per  1,000  live

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Ambulance  Facilities 


The  Ambulance  Station,  Moss  Lane,  Ley  land ,  has  two  ambulances  and 
three  dual-purpose  vehicles  permanently  stationed  there .  There  is  a  staff 
of  17  providing  a  24  hour  service,  operationally  controlled  by  radio  from 
Ambulance  Headquarters  at  Broughton.  Their  sphere  of  operation  is  not 
confined  to  the  Urban  District  alone. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

This  service  has  3  District  Nursing  Sisters  who  are  all  State 
Registered  Nurses  with  3  District  Nurses  who  are  State  Enrolled  and  2 
Nursing  Auxiliaries.  In  addition  there  are  2  male  District  Charge  Nurses 
who  are  also  State  Registered  and  available  to  attend  male  patients  as 
required  in  the  Leyland  area.  Their  duties  consist  mainly  of  the  care  of 
patients  in  their  homes  and  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment 
to  those  cases  requiring  it. 

Nursing  Aid  Equipment 

A  scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  nursing  equipment  can  be  made 
available  on  short  term  loan  by  applying  at  the  Clinic  in  Yewlands  Drive 
each  lunchtime.  This  service  is  staffed  on  a  rota  basis  by  the  District 
Nurses o  It  has  also  been  arranged  that  messages  requiring  the  attention  of 

other  services  can  also  be  taken. 

Laundry  Service 

v 

A  laundry  service  is  available  for  incontinent  persons  where 
satisfactory  laundry  arrangements  cannot  otherwise  he  made. 

Midwifery  Service 

There  has  been  no  change  in  personnel  for  this  service,  there  being 
3  full-time  District  Midwifery  Sisters  and  a  Relief  Midwifery  Sister,  all 
of  whom  deal  with  the  domiciliary  births  occurring  in  the  District. 

Clinic  Facilities 


A  staff  of  Health  Visitors  is  based  at  the.  School  Clinic  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive  who  are  employed  in  maintaining  many  of 
the  health  and  welfare  services  operated  by  the  Division  including  the  care 
of  the  elderly.  Clinic  Nurses  carry  out  the  more  routine  duties  in  the 
Clinics  and  Schools. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic 


A  weekly  session  is  held  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  School 
Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive,  Leyland  which  is 
attended  by  a  Consultant  Obstetrician  employed  by  the  Preston  and  Ohorley 
Hospital  Mangement  Committee. 
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Child  Health  Clinics 

The  Yewlands  Drive  Clinic  provides  adequate  facilities  for  the 
child  health  sessions  which  are  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  In  addition 
to  these  on  each  Wednesday  afternoon,  a  further  session  is  held  in  the 
Methodist  Church  Hall,  Leyland  Lane,  Leyland,  to  assist  mothers  in  the 
western  part  of  the  District,  A  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend  these 
sessions  and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and  management f  baby  foods  are 
also  sold. 

School  Medical  Service 

Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Yewlands  Drive  for  a  variety  of  treatments 
including  minor  ailments,  dental  care,  hearing  screening'  tests,  orthopaedic 
and  ophthalmic  conditions  as  well  as  speech  therapy.  The  County  Council 
make  special  provisions  for  residential  and  day  special  schooling  for 
various  categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the  blind,  partially 
sighted,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptics  and  for  those  who  are  delicate  and 
backward • 

Chiropody  Service 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  provide  free  facilities  for 
persons  over  6 5  years  of  age,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons. 

The  service  is  on  a  domiciliary  basis  for  those  who  are  unable  to  leave 
their  homes  and  on  a  surgery  and  clinic  basis  for  the  others. 

Family  Planning 

A  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  in  operation  at  the  School  Clinic  in 
Yewlands  Drive  on  Monday  evenings  and  Friday  afternoons  staffed  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association, 

Cervical  Cytology 

A  Clinic  is  held  regularly  for  the  early  ascertainment  of  cancer 
of  the  cervix.  Mature  women  in  the  appropriate  age  group  can  attend  by 
appointment  where  an  examination  known  as  the  "Smear  Test"  is  carried  out 
by  a  lady  Doctor, 

Health  Education  in  Schools 


Lectures  and  talks  to  school  children  are  arranged  on  health 
education  matters  as  and  when  required.  There  has  been  an  increasing 
emphasis  on  this  in  the  last  year  or  so.  Talks  on  mothercraft,  hygiene 
and  various  allied  subjects  have  been  given.

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  rose  from  25  in  1971  to  99 t  the 
largest  part  of  which  occurred  during  the  September  quarter  of  the  year. 
It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  only  1  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  compared 
with  7  last  year.  There  were  10  cases  of  Dysentery  but  no  cases  of  Food 
Poisoning,

Food  Poisoning 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  during 
the  year* 

Dysentery 

The  10  cases  of  Dysentery  were  confined  to  three  family  outbreaks* 

In  one  case  a  4  year  old  girl  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Shigella 
sonnei  after  being  admitted  to  Deepdale  Isolation  Hospital.  A  follo\*-up 
with  the  rest  of  the  family  showed  that  the  father  and  a  brother  were  also 
positive  although  they  were  showing  no  symptoms  of  the  disease.  After 
suitable  treatment  the  entire  family  were  back  to  normal. 

The  second  case  involved  a  family  of  7  when  it  was  discovered  that 
following  a  positive  specimen  submitted  by  one  of  the  private  practitioners 
in  respect  of  a  15  month  old  child  4  other  members  of  the  family  were  also 
found  to  be  infected.  These  included  the  mother  and  father  and  two  brothers 
and  again  in  this  case  no  symptoms  had  been  experienced  by  any  of  them.  It 
was  approximately  4  weeks  before  the  family  was  shown  to  be  clear. 
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The  third  case  concerned 


a  hoy  of  6  who  was  originally  admitted  to 


Preston  Royal  Infirmary  hut  was  later  transferred  to  the  Deepdale  Isolation 
Hospital  when  he  was  found  to  he  suffering  from  Shigella  sonnei*  A  check 
was  made  on  the  rest  of  the  family  and  although  the  mother  and  father  were 
clear  the  younger  sister  was  also  found  to  he  positive  and  she  was  also 
admitted  to  hospital*  The  condition  cleared  in  approximately  3  weeks* 


In  all  the  above  cases  family  contacts  were  also  examined  but  were 
not  found  to  have  any  infection  and  there  was  no  connection  between  the  three 
family  cases*  All  the  outbreaks  occurred  during  the  month  of  May,  there 
being  no  cases  either  before  or  since  during  the  year  under  review* 


Protection  against  Smallpox 


The  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  that 
routine  Smallpox  vaccination  in  early  childhood  should  be  withdrawn  was 
mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1971®  The  recommendation  lias  been  made  possible 
by  the  Eradication  programme  being  conducted  by  the  World  Health  Organisation* 
It  is  still  essential ,  however,  that  all  those  people  likely  to  come  into 
contact  with  an  infected  case  should  still  be  adequately  vaccinated  and  with 
this  in  mind  any  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  a  country  which  people  are 
likely  to  visit  is  notified  to  the  World  Health  Organisation  so  that  travellers 
from  countries  may  receive  adequate  protection* 


In  March  notification  was  received  that  Smallpox  was  occurring  in  the 
countries  of  Iraq  and  Syria  and  Jugoslavia  and  accordingly  all  travellers  • 
intending  to  visit  these  countries  were  strongly  urged  to  be  vaccinated*  The 
United  Kingdom  also  required  that  any  person  travelling  to  this  country  from 
Europe  should  have  an  International  Certificate  of  Vaccination©  During  the 
months  from  February  to  the  middle  of  April  there  was  a  total  of  174  cases 
in  Yugoslavia  with  34  deaths* 


German  Measles 


In  addition  to  offering  vaccination  against  German  Measles  (Rubella) 
to  girls  between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Vaccination  and  Immunization  has  reviewed  the  question  of  vaccinating’  women 
of  child  bearing  age*  They  advised  that  whilst  routine  vaccination  is  not 
recommended  it  may  be  given  to  women  in  this  category  who  request  it  and  are 
found  to  be  seronegative  as  well  as  to  those  who  are  at  special  risk, 
including  school  teachers,  nursery  staff,  nurses,  female  doctors  in  children1 s 
hospitals  and  obstetric  and  gynaecological  units  and  the  staff  of  ante-natal 
clinics* 
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Other  Infectious  Diseases 


Information  was  received  from  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Department  of  Health  &  Social  Security  that  Cholera  had  been  isolated  from 
two  persons  who  were  passengers  on  a  flight  from  Sydney  to  London  via 
Bahrein  arriving  at  London  airport*  One  of  the  women  was  staying  in 
IT  or  thumb  e  r  1  and  and  the  other  in  London*  Ho  further  cases  occurred 
anywhere  in  the  country  but  appropriate  control  measures  were  instituted* 

Information  was  also  received  from  the  same  source  that  s  57  year 
old  man  who  had  disembarked  at  Southampton  from  the  3 *  S *  Northern:  Star 
had  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.*  From  the  information 
received  it  would  appear  that  the  infection  had  been  picked  up  in  iU  apulco 
in  Mexico*  Again  no  further  cases  occurred  in  this  country*

The  system  arranged  with  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
constituent  Authorities  of  Health  Division  Ho,  4  for  the  regular  sampling 
of  milk  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  Brucella  organisms  was  continued 
during  the  year*  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  three  farms 
selling  their  farm  produced  untreated  milk  direct  to  the  public  but  in 
March  one  of  these  ceased  milk  production  altogether*  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a  further  farm  ceased  to  sell  direct  to  the  public,  the  milk  produced 
being  sold  direct  to  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  for  treatment.  There  were  59 
samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  year  including  individual  samples  from 
cows.  These  samples  showed  that  two  cows  were  found  to  be  secreting 
Brucella  organisms  in  their  milk  and  were  immediately  sent  for  slaughter  by- 
arrangement  with  the  farmer *  Further  samples  from  the  herd  indicated  that 
it  was  free  of  this  particular  infection.  As  milk  infected  with  Brucella

Scheme  encouraging  farmers  to  become  Brucella  Attested  and  this  scheme  is 
gaining  momentum.  In  the  meantime  regular  sampling  will  be  continued  of 
all  milk  which  is  being  retailed  to  the  public  without  being  pasteurised. 
Arrangements  were  continued,  whereby  any  farmer,  before  purchasing  fresh 
milking  stock  can  arrange  through  ourselves,  to  have  a  sample  of  milk 
examined  at  the  Bib  lie  Health  Laboratory  from  each  cow  he  intends  to 
purchase.

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year,  where  cattle $  sheep  and  pigs  were  slaughtered.  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  that 
there  was  a  one  hundred  percent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in.  the  District, 

A  total  of  approximately  12J*  cwts«  of  butchers*  meat  and  offal  from 
the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being 
either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound.

The  Preston  &  District  Water  Board  supply  water  to  the  area®  The 
constituent  Authorities  of  this  Board,  which  was  created  in  1959  are 
Preston  County  Borough*  Walton-le-Dale,  Longridge,  Pul wood  and  Ley land 
Urban  District  and  Preston  Rural  District® 
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There  was  no  alteration  in  the  source  of  supply  which  continued  in 
the  main  to  be  the  Manchester  Corporation  aqueduct  containing  supplies  from 
Thirlemere,  Haweswater  and  Ullswater,  supplemented  by  the  deep  boreholes  at 
Whittle-le  Woods.  The  total  consumption  figures  shown  below  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Water  Board  and  from  these  has  been  calculated  the  average 
consumption  per  head  of  population  per  day  for  the  twelve  months  ending  31st 
December  1972.

Fluoridation 


The  Council  had  previously  indicated  their  general  agreement  with 
the  principle  of  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supplies  and  have 
communicated  this  decision  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  who  as  the 
local  Health  Authority  would  in  conjunction  with  the  other  local  Health 
Authority  involved  in  the  area  be  responsible  for  making  a  final  decision. 
After  much  deliberation  and  consultation  with  all  District  Councils 
involved  within  the  area  of  the  County  Council  an  important  policy  decision 
was  made  that  they  would  be  agreeable  to  the  fluoridation  of  the  water 
supplies.  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Water 
Board  is  0.018  parts  per  million. 

Quantity 

There  would  appear  to  be  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  all  areas. 
The  Preston  &  District  Water  Board  -  Mr.  J.F.  Bailey,  Engineer  &  Manager, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  of  extensions  to  the  mains  laid 
within  the  District.

For  the  Year  Ended  31st  December  1972 

To  the  Chairaan  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Kelley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  dealing  with 
certain  aspects  of  the  control  of  the  environment 0 

This  will  he  the  last  Report  written  by  me  to  the  Local  Authority 
whilst  holding  my  present  position.  With  Local  Government  Reorganisation 
taking  effect  on  the  1st  April  1974  W  present  post  will  be  abolished  and 
as  most  of  the  figures  used  in  the  Report  are  only  made  available  during 
the  months  of  May  and  June  it  is  not  certain  who  will  be  presenting  the 
Report  for  1973  <> 

I  have  been  identified  with  these  Reports  in  Leyland  since  1947 
and  during  those  25  years  much  progress  has  been  made  in  ensuring  that  the 
environment  remains  a  pleasant  and  healthy  one.  Daring  that  time  the 
population  has  increased  by  approximately  60 Much,  however,  still  remains 
to  be  done  as  man  by  increasing  his  own  demands  for  goods  and  services 
poses  new  problems  for  each  decade.  If  is  evident  that  with  a  gradual 
public  awakening  to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  quality  of  the 
environment  the  environmental  health  services  will  become  more  and  more 
important  as  the  years  go  by.  To  one  who  has  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
this  type  of  work  it  is  most  encouraging  and  further  challenges  will  be  met, 
particularly  when  people  as  a  whole  are  supporting  one ? s  activities. 

The  approve,!  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  our*  Clean  .Air 
Programme  was  a  major  step  forward  in  improving  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
District.  The  removal  of  a  major  source  of  contamination  from  the  air  we 
breathe  must  ultimately  produce  beneficial  effects  not  only  in  improving 
our  own  health  but  that  of  every  other  living  thing.  The  increased 
efficiency  of  modern  heating  appliances  also  ensures  a  better  use  of  our 
natural  fuels.

An  event  which  seriously  upset  the  pattern  of  life  throughout  the 
country  was  the  Miners1  .strike  which  took  place  during  the  months  of 
February/March *  The  occasion  produced  an  upsurge  of*  voluntary  effort, 
concerned  that  those  people  unable  to  look  after  themselves f  particularly 
the  aged,  were  not  left  without  hariy  means  of  heating  their  homes*  Mass 
surveys  were  carried  out  by  volunteers  ip  ascertain  the  whereabouts  of  such 
people  and  free  deliveries  of  logs  provided  by  our  ®m  Park 1  s  Department 
were  made*  In  order  to  ensure  that  the  most  deserving  cases  obtained 
supplies  we  instituted  a  system  of  assessing  priorities*  The 
themselves  had  also  stated  that  no  household  which  contained  the  aids, 
disabled,  pregnant  mothers,  households  with  babies,  old  aged  pension- ~s  and 
others  where  hypothermia  was  a  risk  should  suffer*  W®  assessed  any  &mh 
©ftuation  and  sent  off  Ifst©  to  the  national  Coal  Board  of  persons  in  these 
categories  indicating  the  amount  of  fuel  they  needed*  The  Miners 
co-operated  by  allowing  the  wfxmen??  stocks  to  be  released*  The  event 
demonstrated  the  enormous  potential  for  voluntary  effort  when  a  real  crisis 
occurs*' 


The  indiscriminate  depositing  of  industrial  waste  has  in  the  past 
created  health  hazards  in  various  parte  of  the  country  which,  following  a 
series  of  unfortunate  incidents  resulted  in  the  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste 
Act  1972  which  came  into  operation  in  August*  The  Act  requires  that 
certain  defined  poisonous  wastes  arising  in  industry  will  not  be  deposited 
until  clearance  has  been  obtained  from  the  Local  Authority  and  the  River 
Authority*  Appropriate  notification  has  to  be  made  of  every  load  along 
with  an  indication  of  it©  content c  We  no  longer  have  any  places  where 
waste  material  can  be  tipped  but  .fairly  large  quantities  of  waste  covered 
by  this  Act  are  exported  from  Leyland  to  other  Districts* 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  who  at  all  times  have  given  their  support  willingly  and 
wholeheartedly  to  the  work  we  do©  The  interest  taken  by  elected  members 

of  the  Authority  in  our  work  is  also  very  much  appreciated*

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•With  the  occupation  of  a  further  141  new  dwellings  the  number  mow 
built  in  the  District  since  1920  is  6147  or  77 i°  of  the  8019  available® 

This  high  percentage  of  reasonably  modem  houses  indicates  the  fairly 
rapid  growth  of  the  District  and  indicates  a  high  standard  of  housing 
generally  in  respect  of  basic  amenities®  Some  of  these  houses , 
particularly  those  built  in  the  1920s  s  and  J0¥s  however,  lack  certain 
refinements  now  found  necessary  in  modem  housing  mainly  in  respect  of 
electrical  services,  insulation,  position  of  bathroom  and  modern  Mess 
on  the  facilities  which  should  be  found  in  the  kitchen®  Whole  hon 
heating  which  is  now  more  and  more  acceptable  in  all  types  of  house  * 
in  many  cases  conspicuous  by  its  absence®  The  Council  have  embarked 
upon  various  schemes  for  bringing  their  own  houses  into  line  with  thess 
modem  standards® 

Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  on  the  following;  - 

1,  2,  3?  Heaton  Street 

Notices  of  the  time  and  place  when  the  condition  of  these  houses 
would  be  considered  was  sent  to  the  owners  in  February  along  with  a  list 
of  the  principle  defects®  No  representations  with  regard  to  No*l  Heatom 
Street  were  made  but  the  owner  of  No® 3  Heaton  Street  attended  the  meeting 
and  whilst  agreeing  that  the  house  was  unfit  asked  that  the  local  authority 
should  purchase  the  property®  The  owner  of  No® 2  Heaton  Street  indicated  in 
writing  that  he  would  make  no  offer  to  carry  out  works  of  repair  and  asked 
that  the  local  authority  should  also  purchase  his  house®  After 
consideration  it  was  decided  to  place  Closing  Orders  on  these  three 
properties  and  to  purchase  the  houses  subject  to  the  District  Valuers 
valuation* 

Housing  Survey 

A  sample  survey  into  the  condition  of  the  liwsing  stock  in  the 
Urban  District  was  carried  out®  Over  1000  houses  were  included  in  the 
survey  to  determine  the  approximate  numbers  of  sub-standard  and  unfit 

houses  in  the  District® 

Sub-standard  houses  consist  of  those  houses  which  lack  any  of  the 

following  amenities:- 

bath,  wash-hand  basin,  sink  -  with  a  supply  of  hot  water 
to  each,  internal  w®c © 

Unfit  houses  are  classed  as  those  houses  which  are  unfit  for 
human  habitation  having  regard  to  the  standard  of  fitness  as  laid  down 

in  the  Housing  Act  1957 « 
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The  survey  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  laid 
down  in  the  Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  Standards  of  Housing  Fitness* 
A  sample  was  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  the 
District  by  1,000  which  gave  a  figure  of  7>  after  which  every  seventh 
dwelling  on  the  Valuation  List  was  inspected*  It  has  been  shown  that  this 
method  of  sample  survey  gives  a  reasonably  accurate  picture  of  the 
condition  of  the  housing  stock  in  a  district*  Over  1000  dwellings  were 
included  in  the  survey  and  after  final  calculations  the  results  show.!  that 
there  exist  the  following:  approximate  numbers  of  sub-standard  and  unf'i  t 
houses* 

571  dwellings  lack  internal  w.c*,  bath, 

wash-hand  basin  with  hot  water  supplies 
and  a  further 

266  dwellings  lack  internal  w*c« 

28  dwellings  were  classed  as  unfit  ■  ’ 

In  the  1969  Housing  Act  provision  was  made  for  the  rents  of 
controlled  tenancies  to  be  amended  provided  they  satisfied  a  certain 
standard  of  repair  and  facilities,  e#g*  internal  w«c*,  bath,  hot  water, 
wahs-hand  basin,  etc*  Before  applying  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  an.  amendment 
the  owner  was  required  to  obtain  a  Qualification  Certificate  from  the  Local 
Authority  before  a  fair  rent  could  be  decided  upon*  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  such  applications  made  and  how  they  were  dealt  with*

In  order  effectively  to  control  the  number  of  rats  and  mice  in  any 
District  it  is  essential  that  early  attention  he  paid  to  reports  of  their 
presence  and  that  routine  inspections  should  'be  carried  out  regularly  at 
those  places  most  likely  to  harbour  them®  e*g0  refuse  disposal  tips? 
sewage  works 9  farms  9  etc©  The  Agricultural  Contract  Service  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  agricultural  properties  continued 0  A  total  of  21 
Contracts  were  being  operated  during  the  year* 

It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  serve  statutory  notices 
under  the  Pests  Act  as  all  treatments  found  to  be  necessary  were  agreed 
with  the  owners  concerned* 


DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

There  were  no  extensions  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  main  drainage 
system*  With  the  continual  development  of  hoxxsing  estates 9  however,  by 
private  developers  sewers  are  laid  as  and  when  necessary*  There  was, 
however,  no  significant  increa.se  in  flow  from  any  particular  part  of  the 

area© 
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The  following  table  of  closet  accommodation  for  houses  shows  the 
present  position  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain  and  how  this  has  changed  over 
the  past  five  decades* 

It  will  he  noted  that  the  number  of  pail  closets  shown  is 
considerably  below  that  given  for  1970®  Several  of  these  have  been  converted

For  many  years  the  Department  has  provided  a,  service  for  the  clearing 
of  drains  and  sewers,  including  public  sewers  serving  individual  or  groups 
of  property*  We  cleared  a  total  of  512  blockages  during  the  course  of  the 
year  as  compared  with  401  in  1971*  It  has  not  been  our  practice  to  make  any 
charge  where  the  blockage  could  be  removed  by  plunging  or  if  access  was 
available,  for  example  by  inspection  chambers,  or  of  course  where  a  public 
sewer  was  involved*  In  those  cases,  however,  where  it  was  necessary  to 
break  open  the  ground-in  business  or  private  properties  we  recovered  the 
cost  in  respect  of  drains  only*  Section  17  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 1961 
allows  the  local  authority  to  carry  out  any  works  necessary  to  remove 
blockages  provided  the  cost  does  not  exceed  £2* 

Drain  Inspections 

As  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  inspections  were  made  of 
all  drainage  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  by  private  contractors 
provided  the  alteration  or  repair  had  not  involved  the  depositing  of  plans 
with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor*  In  such  cases  the  necessary  drainage 
alterations  are  approved  by  his  staff  along  with  the  other  works*

The  number  of  cattle  at  405  compares  with  432  slaughtered  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  pigs  rose  from  318  to  349  and  the  number 
of  sheep  fell  from  II96  to  1149* 

There  were  again  two  cases  of  viable  Cysticercus  bovis  found  during 
the  year.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  1963  the  affected  parts  were  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  the  carcases  were  sent  for  cold  storage  at  a  temperature 
not  exceeding  20  F  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  Refrigeration  at  this 
temperature  for  this  length  of  time  is  sufficient  to  destroy  any  lesions 
of  the  parasite  which  may  remain  in  the  general  carcase. 

A  total  of  approximately  12-g-  cwts*  of  butchers  meat  and  offal  from 
the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being 
either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound.  This  compares  with  8  cwts*  the 
previous  year.  The  most  common  cause  of  rejection  was  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver,  caused  by  ! liver  fluke5  -  a  parasite  found  on  some  grasslands* 
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The  practice  of  Sunday  slaughtering  was  continued  during  the  year, 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the  throughput  being  slaughtered  on  this  day. 

All  animals  were  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  stamped  with  an 
approved  mark  indicating  the  name  of  the  Authority  and  the  identity  of  the 
particular  Inspector  concerned. 

The  following  charges  continued  to  be  made  for  the  inspection  service 
as  authorised  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963* 

18p  per  bovine  animal 
5p  per  pig 
4p  per  sheep  or  lamb 

The  income  received  by  the  Authority  for  this  service  during  the 
twelve  months  ending  31st  December  1972  amounted  to  £133*21.

DISINFESTATION 


It  was  necessary  to  disinfest  6  houses  for  bed  bugs  which  is  2  less 
than  the  previous  year*  These  infestations  occurred  in  1  Council  owned 
property  and  5  in  privately  owned  houses*  The  insecticide  used  to  control 
these  was  D.D.T*  with  added  Pyre thrum  in  a  kerosene  base*  The  degree  of 
success  achieved  over  a  good  number  of  years  with  this  combination  of 
insecticides  is  very  good  and  it  is  quite  rare  for  even  a  second  treatment 
to  be  necessary.  Householders  should  be  encouraged  to  report  any  unusual 
insect  found  in  the  house  particularly  if  it  is  biting.  Any  treatment 
necessary  is  carried  out  in  a  discreet  manner  so  as  to  avoid  embarrassment 
and  without  charge. 


Other  Pests 

It  was  necessary  to  deal  with  23  cases  of  cockroach  infestations  as 
compared  with  15  in  1971*  As  the  eggs  of  these  creatures  are  usually  laid 
in  inaccessible  parts  of  buildings  they  are  difficult  to  eradicate.  The 
use  of  our  fogging  machine  allows  the  dispersal  of  insecticide  to  these 
otherwise  inaccessible  parts. 


The  following  other  types  of  insect  and  pests  were  also  dealt  with 
but  only  in  those  instances  where  they  were  actually  invading  houses  or 
causing  serious  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants.

There  was  little  evidence  during  the  ye ar  of  the  activities  of  the 
caterpillar  of  the  small  Ermine  Moth  which  had  caused  considerable  damage 
in  previous  years  to  the  hawthorn  hedges  in  the  area,®  Small  packs  of 
Dipterex  80,  however,  continued  to  be  made  available  in  our  'general  stores 
for  purchase  by  any  person  who  found  evidence  of  infestation,  the  5.P  pack 
provided  being  sufficient  to  formulate  two  gallons  of  spray®  Bipterex  80, 
being  one  of  the  organo  phosphorous  group  of  insecticides  deteriorates 
rapidly  after  24  hours  and  is,  therefore,  much  less  harmful  to  other  forms 
of  insect  life  than  the  more  persistent  types  of  insecticides.® 

The  complaint  of  bats  was  unusual  in  that  these  were  the  ±  rst  to  be 
received  in  the  last  25  years,  both  complaints  being  made  within  k  vays  of 
each  other  in  the  month  of  August®  In  both  instances  a  colony  of  1  had 
established  themselves  in  the  roof  space  of  a  dwellinghou.se*  The  bar:  were 
of  the  pipistrelle  variety  and  in  view  of  their  known  beneficial  activities, 
being  completely  insectivorous,  we  were  determined  not  to  destroy  them  if 
there  was  any  other  way  of  dealing  with  the  situation® 


After  consultation  with  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  we  decided  to  try  to  make  their 
habitat  unsuitable  by  installing  a  bright  light  in  the  roof  space  and" 
scattering  crystals  of  a  strong  smelling  chemical®  After  a  one  night 
exercise  in  each  case  the  bats  departed  to  other  locations*  In  one  case 
48  were  counted  flying  out  from  the  roof  space®

The  C amici! ?  s  application  under  the  Clean  Air  Acts  to  set  up  a 
complete  system  of  smoke  control  throughout  the  District  was  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  January  and  in  May  we 
were  informed  that  we  could  now  submit  our  first  Smoke  Control  Order  for 
confirmation  as  soon  as  practicable®  Detailed  surveys  were  made  of  every 
house  in  the  Area  and  estimates  of  the  cost  were  submitted  for  approval  in 
September  and  this  was  subsequently  confirmed  without  modification® 
Appropriate  Notices  declaring  our  intention  were  inserted  in  the  London 
Gazette  as  well  as  in  local  newspapers  and  throughout  the  affected  Area® 


The  first  Order  comprised  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland 
which  lies  within  a  line  commencing  at  the  Leyland  Gross  in  Towngate  and 
proceeding  along  the  centre  line  of  Worden  Lane  and  continuing  along  the 
centre  line  of  Holt  Brow  to  the  boundary  at  Shaw  Brook;  then  in  an  easterly- 
direction  along  the  centre  line  of  Shaw.  Brook  until  it  reaches  the  main 
Wigan  to  Preston  railway  line  and  proceeding  along  the  centre  of  that  line 
in  a  northerly  direction  to  Bent  Bridge  then  in  a  westerly  direction  along 
the  centre  line  of  Church  Road  to  the  point  of  commencement  at  Leyland 
Cross® 
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It  was  decided  to  grant  an  exemption  to  all  fireplaces  so  that 
sticks  and  paper  could  be  used  for  ignition  purposes  only  where  this  was 
necessary.  The  Smoke  Control  Order  would  come  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October  1973  by  which  time  all  conversions  of  fireplaces  to  smokeless  fuel 
operation  would  have  to  be  completed. 

Applications  under  the  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1968  were  received 
from  the  undermentioned  requesting  approval  for  the  heating  system  and  in 
certain  cases  the  chimney  height  serving  the  installation.

The  electric  lethal  chamber  for  dogs  which  was  installed  at  the  end 
of  1958  became  unsatisfactory*  This  was  reported  to  the  R*S*P*C.A*  who 
provide  this  equipment  and  after  a  short  spell  when  the  apparatus  was  out 
of  action  a  new  chamber  was  installed  by  them*  They  also  continued  to 
supply  the  chloroform  etc*  for  dealing  with  cats  as  all  animals  are  *put  to 
sleep*  by  the  Society* s  approved  methods*  The  charge  for  both  cats  and  dogs 
remained  at  lOp  per  animal,  half  the  receipts  being  forwarded  to  the 
R*S*P*C*A. 


PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS 

There  were  30  current  licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit

The  Act  repealed  and  consolidated  various  old  statutes  going  back  to  the

Following  the  delivery  of  the  new  Horba  vehicle  in  July  1972  the 
Dennis  Paxit  IIIA  vehicle  was  used  to  service  the  new  estates  being  opened 
up  in  various  parts  of  the  District  as  well  as  acting  as  a  spare  for  the 
main  collecting  rounds*  In  view  of  the  pending  Reorganisation  of  Local 
Government  and  the  necessity  to  examine  the  requirements  of  the  new  South 
Ribble  District  in  conjunction  with  the  other  two  constituent  Authorities 
it  was  decided  not  to  purchase  a  vehicle  during  1973® 


We  continued  to  use  salvage  trailers  on  the  three  main  house  refuse 
collection  rounds  which  apart  from  the  increased  amount  of  salvageable 
paper  we  are  able  to  extract  from  the  refuse  the  capacity  of  the  unit  is 
increased  as  waste  paper  is  not  being  thrown  into  the  main  refuse  collecting 
body* 
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The  cu*yd.  hulk  refuse  containers  first  introduced  into  the 
Bistrict  in  1969  continued  to  he  popular  at  certain  premises  producing 
large  quantities  of  refuse *  Our  charges  for  the  use  of  such  containers 
remained  as  follows s- 

Trade  Premise ss  £5  per  annum  hire  charge  for  each  container,  with 

£10  per  annum  for  a  once  weekly  collection  with 

proportionate  increases  for  additional  collection. 

School sg  £5  per  annum  hire  charge  for  each  container  supplied. 

During  the  year  we  made  1600  special  visits  on  request  to  collect 
unwanted  furniture  or  other  rubbish  outside  the  scope  of  the  normal 
collection  rounds  as  compared  with  1178  during  1971®  We  feel  that  it  is  an 
essential  part  of  a  Local  Authority  Cleansing  Service  to  provide  for  these 
additional  collections  on  request  thereby  preventing  the  temptation  by  certain 
people  to  deposit  their  unwanted  rubbish  on  spare  groupd  within  the  District©

The  work  studied  incentive  bonus  scheme  set  up  in  October  1965 
continued  in  operation,  No  alterations  were  made  to  the  measured  work 
schedules  and  all  additional  work  created  by  the  erection  of  new  houses 
was  done  on  a  daywork  basis.  Following  advice  from  an  Organisation  sponsored 
by  Local  Authorities  and  known  as  the  Local  Authorities5  Management  Services 
and  Computer  Committee  (LAMSAC))  the  Council  decided  to  appoint  a  Work  Study 
Officer  and  this  was  effected  during  the  year©  His  function  would  be  not 
only  to  bring  up  to  date  our  existing  system  but  set  up  incentive  bonus 
schemes  for  all  the  varied  manual  activities  carried  out  by  the  local 
authority©  By  the  end  of  the  year  he  had.  not  been  able  to  examine  our 
system  so  that  all  additional  work  still  had  to  be  carried  out  on  a  daywork 
basis© 

With  effect  from  the  30th  October  1972  nationally  agreed  increases 
were  implemented  for  all  local  authority  manual  workers.  These  were  as

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The  above  basic  rates  are  implemented  in  most  cases  by  the  incentive 
bonus  scheme#  The  four  main  teams  operate  at  an  average  97  performance  which 
gives  approximately.  30 °/o  increase  on  the  above  basis  rates# 

In  operating  a  public  cleansing  service  where  a  weekly  collection  is 
insisted  upon  the  incidence  of  sickness,  absences  and  holidays,  plays  a 
significant  part  in  the  problems  which  have  to  be  encountered  during  the 
course  of  the  year#  The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  absences  due  to 
various  causes  since  1968#

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  amount  of  sickness  expressed  as  a 
percentage  was  again  reduced  during  the  year#  These  figures,  however,  are 
only  average  and  there  are  still  certain  times  during  the  winter  months  when 
absences  through  sickness  produce  serious  problems  in  maintaining  the  weekly 
service#  It  will  be  noted  that  the  amount  of  holidays  has  increased  which 
is  due  to  national  decisions  being  implemented.  Most  of  the  men  are  now 
entitled  to  three  weeks  holiday  in  addition  to  other  statutory  holidays 
during  the  year.

The  Municipal  owed  dustbin  scheme  operated  since  1949.  is.  now  an 
integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service,,  The  scheme  is  not  all 
embracing  in  that  new  property  is  required  to  have  the,  first  dustbin 
provided  from  other  sources *  We  will  then  maintain  one  dustbin  for  each 
rated  premises,  i*e®  replaced  free  of  charge  when  the  original  dustbin 
wears  out*  We  are  continuing  to  provide  the  3i~  cu*ft„  bin  constructed  of 
high  density  blow  moulded  polyethylene*  In  addition  to  being  noiseless  in 
operation  it  is  light  for  the  men  to  handle  and,  of  course,  there  is  no 
corrosion  problem®  Householders  issued  with  these,  however,  are  expected  to 
use  common  sense  and  not  deposit  red  hot  ashes  nor  light  fires  in  them® 
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Disposal 

We  continued  to  tip  throughout  the  year  at  the  Ulnes  Walton  site  in 
the  area  of  the  Chorley  Rural  District  Council#  In  addition  to  our  own 
refuse  we  also  dispose  of  that  from  four  parishes  in  the  Chorley  Rural 
District  area#  Although  no  formal  agreement  has  yet  been  made  between 
ourselves  and  the  Rural  District  the  cost  of  operating  the  tip  is  shared 
between  the  two  Authorities  in  the  proportion  of  population  served  by  the 
tip#  The  Matbro  Mastiff  Shovel,  purchased  in  June  1968,  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily#  To  provide  shelter  for  our  shovel  operator  a  sectional 
wooden  cabin  was  purchased  and  erected  by  ourselves  on  a  convenient  site 
adjacent  to  the  tip# 

Waste  Paper  Salvage 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and 
despatched  to  the  Mills  in  the  three  grades  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
31st  December  1972  and  a  comparison  is  made  with  1969?  1970  and  1971*  The 
1972  figures  shows  a  recovery  rate  of  1#90  tonnes  per  thousand  of  population 
per  month  as  compared  with  1*98  tonnes  per  thousand  of  population  in  1971* 

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  as  a  result  of  a  diminution  of 
demand  for  waste  paper,  supplies  to  the  Mills  were  somewhat  restricted# 

The  situation,  however,  changed  rapidly  in  the  autumn  where  demand  far 
exceeded  the  supply  and  this  trend  is  likely  to  continue  for  the  next  year 
or  two  at  least#  The  Mills  are  now  willing  to  take  as  much  paper  as  we  can 
send  them#
